Loxpox, Febragry 8.—The little Cm_n-
mission Court was pscked to-day with dis-
tinguished politicians, society men and law-
yers, who scrambled and almost f?n_ght for
places from which to witness the vivisection
of Informer Le Caron. The exhibition was
well worth the trouble taken to see it. Rus-
sell is the prestest cross-examiner in this
cousntry, and to-day, with one of the smart-
est witnesses ever seen in a British court of
law, he was in his best form, insinusating,
confidential, calm, aggressive, passionate,
threatening, each in turn as momentary oc-
casion required.

1t was the witness’ business to mske no
admission in anyway favorable to the Irish
member's case, and be strove desperately to
perve his employers. But all was of no
uvail, and the Attorney General had the
moartification of once more hearing his op-
ponents’ ease justified snd strengthened out
of the mouth of his own witness.

A SERIOUS ADMISSION.

Le Caron was forced, among other things,
to admit that the Government had placed
every facility in his way for refreshing his
memory by the pern.u{ of documents in
their jon. He denied and then ad-
miues the receipt of considerable sums
from the Government. He denies the facts,
made clesr as noonday by his own evidence,
that he armanged on and seut his dupes
};m:iull_r straight from New York to

ritish prisons. He retracted the statement
that all meetings addressed by Parnell while
in Americs were convened and managed by
revolutionary leaders.

Finally the witness was forced to make a
series of admissions bringing into startling
yelief a fact which forms one of the chief
poicts of the Irish case—that from the com-
mencement of the constitutional movement
its Jeaders have striven to wean Irishmen
from secrot societies and revolutionary
methods, and that their anxiety in this
respect for o time estranged the extremists,
snd even made of them active enemies.
Russell, therefore, had reason to be proud of
his day’s work, although be bhas not yet fin-
ished with Le Oaron.

SOME GOOD FEOPLE

Replyiog to Sir Charles Russell’'s gues-
tions, Le Caron said that Bullivan was a
lawyer who did not mix in the best society
in Chicago. Finerty was an ofl inspector.
Judge Moran was much respected. Judge
Prendergast was respected by one side and
not by the other, Michael Bolan wasa
lawyer; his position was not good. Doctor
Carroll was an sminent man and Boreilli a
respectable one.

WiLksseAree, February 8.—At the
trial of Red Nose Mike, for the murder of
MecClure and Flanagan, the testimony was
of the most sensational character, and the
greatest excitement prevailed in the court
room, Several witnesses testified that the
rifle with which the deed was committed had
been purchased by Mike.

Antonio Napolello, s bright young
Ttalian 19 years of age, said thaton July 1
Mike asked him to take part in the murder
and robbery of the paymaster. He refused,
and Mike warned him not to tell anyone
under pain of death.

Two days afterward Mike and Beverino
again spproached him on the subject bat he
refused, when they again threatened him
with death, Witness soon after left here
and went to Shenandoah.
